The Lord after giving his disciples three years’ of train- 
g he sent them out and commanded them to teach all nations, 
baptising thenr in the name of the Father, Son and Holy Spirit. 
he Lord in his wisdom evidently saw: the need of trained men 
4 his service or he would not have given three years of His

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life for their training, how much more do we need trained men 
in His service in this twentieth century of ours, the time has 
come if our preachers expect to succeed in their calling, they 
must prepare themselves for the work where unto the Lord 
has called ‘them. If we, as Baptists, who claim to have the 
truth as given to the Apostles, we must educate our ministry in 
order that we may compete with other evangelical denomina- 
tions and maintain our standing as a denomin\tion. 


So we would recommend to this Association to take a 
special collection for any young preacher in this Association 
who expects to attend the seminary this next session.

The report on ro ’s missionary movemept was-.read by 
Rev. J. B. Quinn, and discussed by him and Bro. N. R Drum- 
mond, and as the special hour having arrived for the read- 
ing and discussion of the report on missions, further discus- 
sion of the laymen’s missionary movement was suspended to 
be concluded in the discussion of the mission report. 


The report on missions was read by Rev. T. J. Batton 
and disenssed by the following brethren, viz: Revs. T. J. 
Batton, A. V. Rowe, J. R. Carter and J. P. Williams. 


On motion the report was adopted as follows: 


€ Missions, 


Were it not for the cause of missions which is the heart 
of our Lord’s cause, there would be little necessity for the 
meeting of this Association and maintaining its organization. 
The prosperous Association, the prosperous church, the pros- 
perous individual are those that are completely infected with 
the missionary spirit and are striving with might and main 
to obey the great commission to give the gospel to the world. 
Those that fight missions are either dead or dying. ‘That 
church which fights the mission cause, or omits to respond to 
the mission call, will sooner or later have its candle stick re- 
moved. So let the churches of this Association catch the 
spirit of the Lord’s ascension view-point and with the help 
of His great Holy Spirit, enter heartily into this great work 
as we have never done before. We have only been playing at

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missions: now we need to work at it. We want to put away 


childishishness and assume the role of men in giving further- 
ance to the gospel of grace. 


State Missions—Perhaps no other force has counted so 
much in the development of this state as has the cause of 
state missions. Through this medium churches have been or- 
wanized in Waste places: meeting houses built, remodeled, or 
repaired ; Sunday schools organized : and the poor have had the 
yospel preached to them. : 


The state bodrd has had in its employment at intervals 
luring the year regular evangelists to hold meetings in, and 
vuild up destitute places, and has helpe 


d to employ a Sunday 
chool evangelist. 


The work for this convention year 


is laid out on a 
31,000 basis and its badly needed, 


Brethren let us rally to 
his phase of the work. Last year Baptist people of the state 


paid approximately $2,750,000 taxes into the public treasury, 
nd at least $750,000 of this amount went to punish crime. We 
have not yet learned the gréat lesson that a cure cost more 
han a préventative—that a “‘stiteh in time saves nine.’’ If 
e had, we would be giving more to the cause of state missions 
nd through it reaching and reclaiming the degraded and re- 
ucing the possibility of crime and building up a home-base of 
pplies for conquering the world. 


Home Missions.—Trough the home mission board as an 
gency, Southern Baptists are trying to build up the Master’s 
ingdom by reclaiming the indifferent and saving the lost 
im our large cities where the population is largely foreign and 
otley; in the mountains of the South where the people are 
peor and ignorant, but noble and with great possibilities: 


among the negroes where it is much appreciated; in the Canal 


Zpne a world of our own people have gone to work and live: 
and in Cuba, right at our own door. Verily there is net a 
nobler cause we could espouse them is that of home missi \ns. 
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The home board reported no debt at the Jacksonville con- 
vention. During the year there were 26,866 baptisms, and 
49,297 additions to the churches through the effort of mission- 
aries and evangelists. Number missionaries employed, 1,275; 
number evangelists employed, 27; number churches organized, 
235; number houses built, 289. The work for this conven- 
tion year is laid out on a basis of $400,000 and Mississippi is 
asked for $31,000 of it. 


Foreign Missions.—Our foreign board is in the glorious 
work of world-wide evangelization. State missions, home mis- 
sions and foreign missions, these three, but the greatest of 
these is foreign missions. 


Dr. Smith says: ‘‘China, with 440,000.000 people, is pass- 
ing through a transformation marvelous to think of. Now is 
the time to give these millions the gospel. Japan is leading the 
Orient. Shall we lead Japan to Christ? Mohammedism is 
threatening to submerge Africa. Shall we turn back the tide 
by the power of the gospel? South America, Mexico, and 
Italy are sick and tired of Romanism; they are ready to re- 
ceive the message which we have to give, and vast open doors 
which we have not yet been able to enter lie before us.”’ 


We now have on the foreign field 273 missionaries—30 of 
whom were ‘sent out last year—and 531 native helpers with 
hundreds of others in course of training. There were 3,618 
baptisms reported last year. There are now seven Woman's 
Training schools with 140 students, and nine theological train- 
ing schools with 212 students. We have fifteen medical mis- 
sionaries treating thousands of cases and thus opening the 
way to the hearts and homes of millions of people. We also 
have printing plants which are sending out the Bible and 
millions of pages of tracts of good choice religious literature 
in the languages of the people. 

The work has grown so until last year it cost more than 


our people were willing to give, and as a result, our board 
found itself in debt at the close of the year nearly $90,000. But 
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this debt must not go on. We must meet it, and also greatly 
enlarge our offerings to the cause so it can continue to grow 
and prosper, and we, too, will grow and prosper, for every 
time we willingly and joyously give’ one dollar to the cause 
of foreign missions God gives us ten dollar’s worth of grace 
and purpose to deal with the unsaved at home. 


Last year the receipts total were $510,008.97. The work 
this year is projected on a basis of $600,000, and we must raise 
it if we would take care of the interests we have already 
organized. Will we do it? Mississippi is asked for $38,000. 
Let the churches of this Association’ see to it that they do 
their part ‘ 


Your committee would recommend: 


1. That all our people be enlisted to help; by having 
prayer for the work abroad. by subseribing for and reading the 
Foreign Mission Journal - by distributing tracts which ean be 
had from the board free; by contributing to the cause in some 
regular and systematic way, either weekly or monthly; by 
sending in the gifts now, and not waiting until the pressure 
of next March and April, and thus save a great burden of 
interest. 


2. That we do heartily pledge ourselves to each other 


ahd God to do all in our power to raise the apportionment 
of this Association. 


3. That the pastors undertake to teach a training class 
in| missions in every chureh in the Association.

| Laymen's Missionary Movement. 


| The purpose and program of the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movenient is to capture for righteousness and for (iod every 
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foree and every process known to our civilization. Its aim 
is the setting up of ‘‘kingdom of heaven on earth;’’ and it 
is encouched in these words, namely, ‘“The Evangelization of 
the World in this Qeneration.”’ This to be sure is a stagger- 
ing proposition, if one is of the sort to be staggered, but when 
we remember God's promises so numerously recorded in his 
word, and when we remember the blessings that have attended 
the efforts of our laymen from time to time, we can very easily 
account for much of the enthusiasm and missionary zeal that 
has been characteristic of this movement throughout al] our 
Southland, 


Never since the days of Christ has there been so many 


people contributing annually to missions as now. The motto 
of many churches today, touching the work of missions is an 


offering during the year from every member, man, woman, boy 
and girl, whose name is found on the chureh roll. The church 
that has not this for its custom is the exception rather than 
the rule. This movement was born in prayer and since the day 
of its birth it has been blessed by God and directed by his Holy 
Spirit. This movement is no organization. It has no consti- 
tution, no stated meetings, no membership and no dues. It is 
force rather than machinery. Its object is to open a channel 
into each church for stimulating and for educating and mob- 
ilizing the laymen into one mighty missionary army. Its pur- 
pose is not to supercede the pastor or to supplant him in his 
work, but to help him by working in harmony with him, in 
stimulating the laymen to greater activity in all kinds of mis- 
sionary labor.

MINUTES OF THE 
SECOND DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Association met pursuant to adjournment. Rev. BR. E.

The Association was called to order by the moderator 
and the report on ‘Relation of Church and Pastor’’ was read 
by Dr. J. A. Maxwell, and the report discussed by him, J. B. 
Quinn and W. C. Maxwell and on motion adopted as follows: 


Relation of Church and Pastor. 
There is. or should be, a close relation existing between 


the church and its pastor. 


Your committee desires to express our convictions of its 
far-reaching importance. 


We have been made to feel that this subject needs to be 


considered under two heads, viz: Spiritual and Financial. 


We suggest that there should be a more prayerful consid- 
eration and a greater desire for divine guidance in the. selec- 
tion of our pastors. 


When there is a feeling on the part of the pastor that he 

-is working where God wants him to work, and where the mem- 

bership has the divine assurance that the Holy Spirit has di- 

rected them in the selection of their pastor, then, and not un- 

til then, will our people have the proper conception of their 
pastoral relations. 


We believe that when we draw nigh unto God and he 
draws nigh unto us and we ask’him in faith to show us the 
relation of church and pastor, then we will see, feel and know 
the relation to each other. 


The interest of the church should be the interest of the 
pastor. He should realize that he is the watchman sent to 
warn the chureh of its sin, and if he fails to warn them, their 


? 
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blood will be required at his hands. His heart’s desire and 
prayer to God for the church, should be that it may grow in 
grace and in knowledge of our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ. 
He should know every member of his church. Know their 
weakness and short-comings, and know their ability that he 
may thereby be enabled to correct the imperfections and to 
lead them into paths of usefulness. 


The church should have implicit.confidence in its pastor, 
tenderest love for him, and the greatest respect for him. 


The church should be ready, willing and anxious to follow 
their pastor in all matter that lead to the glory of God and the 
establishment of His kingdom on earth as it is in Heaven. 


The pastor’s interest should be the church’s interest. The 
church should become acquainted with their pastor, they 
should know his weakness and short-comings, they should re-_ 
gard him as an elder brother. The church should recognize 
that the pastor is truthful in all points like as the individual 
members of the church. And the members of the. church 
should pray earnestly that its pastor may have the presence 
and guidance of the Holy Spirit and that convicting power 
may be in his message to sinners. 


The church should fully realize that the laborer is worthy 
of his hire. Ic should look well to the providing of his physi- 
cal necessities. 

We believe that the church should, and we recomend that 
the churches in this association do, have a business and sys- 
tematic plan of paying their pastor monthly.

The report on orphanage was read by Rev. T. J. Batton 
and discussed by him and Rev. J. E. Thigpen, J. R. Carter and 
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Bro..Leon Tyrone, and pending the adoption of the report, 
several Sunday school workers pledged themselves to go back 
to their churches and Sunday schools an try to get enough 
money given to support one orphan child in the orphanage, and 
at the same time a cash collection was given amounting to 
$28.40 for the institution, 


By motion the report was adopted as follows: 


Report on Orphanage. 
Your committee would submit that the Orphan’s Home is 


still in existence, and still needs us. and will continue to need 
us, our sympathy, prayers and support in a material way. . 


‘'More children have gone into the home this year than 
ever before, and the superintendent tells us that but for the 
fact that arrangements have been made for a large number 
of the children to go out into other homes to work for them- 
’ selves, there would now be upon our care close up toward 
300. As matters now stand there are 200 and more depend- 
ent ones in the home. 


All the new buildings, save the third floor, have been 
completed since the last Association, and that floor is needed 
now. Money had to be borrowed with which to pay running 
expenses during the past summer, and interest is accruing. 
The debt’ ought to be paid off by now. 


The farm and home resources are, being developed, and 
more, and more each year are satisfactory results, apparent in 
the way of self-maintenance. The boys are taught how to farm, 
handle stock, do machine, shop and carpenter work; while the 
girls are taught to do all kinds of house work. On this ac- 
count, most of those who go out to work for themselves ‘‘ make 
good”’ at whatever vocation they fall into. 


The superintendent. splendid business man that he is, with 
the sympathy and co-operation of his efficient helpers, is do- 
ing all in his power to hold down expenses. Economy is the 
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watchword. To do the work of the home little outside help is 
hired the management depending almost wholely upon the 


children. Indeed, | believe it to be about the best managed 
institution we have. 


But notwithstanding all this, the orphange is not, and 
can not be self-sustaining. We don’t want it to be, for we 


need its care upon us to help us keep our hearts warm and 
tender to help us grow, 


Your committee would recommend that a cash collection 
be taken by this Association here and now to help tide the 
home over until Thanksgiving Day; that the messengers be 
urged to go back to the churehes and lay the matter heavily 
upon the hearts of the people at home and get them to send 
up a larger Thanksgiving offering than ever before with which 
to pay off, both current expenses and also the debt on hand: 
that churches, Sunday schools and ladies’ societies send all 
kinds of clothing and provision—good second hand clothing for 
boys and girls from the age of two to fifteen years—and any 
kind of provision that will keep, such as flour, cured meats. 
molasses, can goods of all kinds, soap, tablets, towels, pencils, 
combs, brushes, needles, pins, taleum powder, ete. 


Some of our churehes are able to undertake the support 
of a child at $5.00 per month. How many will do it? Go 
llome and try it, brethren, it will do you good

The report on Denominational Schools was read by Rey, 
J. P. Williams and discussed by Revs. Williams, Rowe. Carter 
and Thigpen, and on motion adopted as follows : 


Denomination] Schools, 


This subject is very broad, 


It covers all denominatial 
schools. ‘But since this is a Baptis 


t Association, naturally we 
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take it to mean Baptist schools, and since this association is a 
branch of the Mississippi Baptist State Convention, we tak it 
that it is our duty to report on that school and that one alone 
which is the property, in a measure, of this association. 

Mississippi College belongs to the Baptist State Conven- 
tion of Mississippi. She is the only school to which this state 
has a title in fee simple. The improvement that is made from 
year to year adds to the wealth of the college and to the con- 
vention just as does the improvement on one’s farm. enhance 
the value of that farm. So when we have an opportunity to 
give to this institution we are only enhancing the value of that 
which we have. 


Long since, the Baptists of Mississippi have decided that 
they would maiftain a college, and as a result that college, 
which is the oldest college in the state for boys and young 
men, is theirs. Then it is not a question as to whether we 


should maintain a school or not, but the question is, what sort 
of a school shall it be. The Baptist is the strongest denomina- 
tion in Mississippi. Do we love intelligence less than other 
denominations? Are we less interested in that institution 
which stands for the training of young men than other de- 
nominations? Are willing to be judged as to our idea of edu- 
cation by our institution of learning? Then what is the answer. 
Hlere it is: Mississippi College has the poorest facilities for 
educating her young men of any of the four great colleges 
of the state. This is the irrefutable answer. The oldest of the 
four, backed by the richest denomination in the state, yet 
stands at the foot in the way of material advancement of the 
fore great colleges of the State. True two of these are sup- 
ported by the state, but that should make us all the more anx- 
ious to build up our school so as to make her equal in ad- 
vantages to the best. Let us compare the resources of Missis- 


sippi College with that of other Baptist schools of the South:

Thus it will be seen that while Mississippi College has more 
than 100 pupils more than any other one ofthe above Baptist 
institutions, she has from one to three teachers less, and en- 
dowment of from $105,000.00 to $220,000.00 less than any 
of the above institutions. Of course, there are other Baptist’ 
schools over the country that might not compare so well, but 
these names are mentioned to show what others are doing. 
She needs more money and must have it. 


The above is not mentioned in a spirit of criticism or 
pessimism, but in order that we may know just what we have. 
Your committee believes that the Baptists of Mississippi are 
unwilling that their school should rank second to any in the 
state. We believe that it is a question of not haw many | 
schools but how good? We believe that every Baptist in the 
state wants to see Mississippi College developed to that degre» 
where she will stand the peer of any in material advantages 
and equipment. She stands as our idea and ideal of Christian 
education. By her we are judged. By her more than any 
other institution of our convention is the influence of the Bap- 
tist denomination spread and strengthened Her history is 
well known. There is hardly a country where her sons have 
not gone. Her achievements in the past have been marvelous. 
In the future they must be greater still. We are rapidly ad- 
vancing into a new era where education counts for more and 
more. An education that not only knows, but knows how to 
do. We want trained hearts, trained minds and trained hands. 
The state needs them. the denomination needs them, and the 
word needs them. From this great institution above all others 
the Baptists of Mississippi must look for leadership. The char- 
acter of that leadership depends on the education of the leader; 
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the education of the leader depends upon the school; and the 
school to meet the requirements must-have the facilities. Let 
make our college the pride of our church. 


Your committee believes that in Christian education lies 
the cure of all evils of church and state. An education that 
trains the heart in the teachings of the Nazarene, and trains 
the conscience so that teaching will govern that life. An edu- 
cation that seeks the eternal truths of God, and a life shaped 
and fashioned after those truths. There is nothing new under 
the sun.’’ The discoveries of the scientists are but discoveries 
of God's eternal, unchangeable, and everlasting law.-Through 
these discoveries day by day God is performing ‘miracles 
human agency. To discover those laws men must be educated. 
Is it not a pleasure to be able to contribute something to such 
a cause?

Why Don’t You Stop 
Drinking?’’ which was appropriate for the occasion and was 
very effectively rendered and ought to have been heard by all 
who drink intoxicants. 


The report was spoken to by W- R. Gilson, E. A. Han- 
lan, G. E Darling, J. O. Buckley, R. 'R. Turnage and others. 
and on motion adopted as follows : 


Temperance. 


When we speak of temperance our minds at once run off on 
many kinds of liquors that will intoxicate, and more especially 
the kind that is called whisky or brandy. 


While there are many other things that, if indulgence, are 
very dangerous, both to body and mind, and also to our re- 
ligious and temporal lines. 


But dealing with the question of temperance, we refer 
especially to those things which influence the brain and ex- 
cites the nerves, and so craze the mind that a man’s reason 
is dethroned. 


Your committee believes that the use and unlawful sale of 
intoxicating liquor, is doing more to degrade our people than 
any other one thing. It is one of the great reasons why we, 
today, have so many insane people in our asylums. 


The reason we today have so many widows and orphan 
children in our land, ean be traced back to the use of strong 
drink in many instances. 


It is also one of the greatest evils, and is do g ‘more 
harm in our churches today than any one thing. 


In view of these facts, we cannot understand how any 
Christian, who loves his God, his Savior, and the cause of 
Him, who died for us, can be guilty of taking into his stomach 
this deady poison. 
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/ When at the same time. we are commanded to ‘‘touch 


not, taste not, handle not. the unclean thing.’’ 


Your committee, therefore, would recommend total absti- 
nence from all intoxicating liquors as a beverage, as the only 
safe rule. 


May God hasten the day when our church members will 
no longer indulge in this great evil.

The report on woman's work was read by Bro. D. M. Lee 
and discussed by Rev. G. E. Darling, E. Hanlan, L. G. Thomp- 
son and others, and on motion was adopted, as follows: 


Woman’s Work. 


This report has reference to the work done or being done 
by our sisters who are organized into Woman’s Missionary 
Unions in our churches for the purpose of assisting the breth- 
ren in carrying on the mission work and other benevolent 
work fostered by our denomination. These W. M. U. organ- 
ized by our sisters are auxilaries to the churches and should 
be encouraged. Our sisters are among the first in making 
offerings to foreign, home and state missions. They are also 
liberal contributers to the orphan’s home and to our schools 
and colleges and various other benign purposes. They are 
doing a great deal in encouraging the brethren by example and 
by precept and their generous gifts. They are leading in 
many ways in advancing the kingdom of God. The woman 
who poured the precious ointment on our Savior’s head mani- 
fested the Spirit that is blessing the world today. It was the 
spirit of love, and ofChrist that prompted her in this act. It 
was love in her heart for Christ that He so much honored and 
appreciated. It is this spirit in the world today that is build- 
ing all kinds of benevolent institutions, helping the poor and 


sowing the seeds of kindness and redemption every where. 
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Many of our good women have heard the voice and 
caught the Spirit of Christ and are now blessing the world 
by their benign influence and good deeds. And by their gener- 
ous gifts. The woman’s missionary union is an inspiration to 
the chprehes and gives life and encouragement to the churches 
‘as the work goes on. The Margaret Home at Greenville, 8. C.. 
under the leadership of Mrs. Sally Harris is well equipped and 
doing essential work in -providing a home school for the 
children of our missionaries. The Training School at Louis- 
ville, Ky., looks forward with increased usefulness. Many 
young women have gone out from this school to fill positions 
of responsibility both in home and foreign fields, 


Another feature in woman's work is the interest added 
to the movement in building girls’ school in China and Mexico. 
The W. M. U. in Mississippi contributed to all objects from 
April 1, 1911 to July 1, 1911, more than $12,000. The W. M. U. 
of Lawrence County Association contributed to all purposes 
during the present year $1,462.09. 


- We have in Lawrence County Association twelve organ- 
ized Missionary Unions, who are doing a noble work. We 
would recommend that all our churches encourage our sis- 
ters in this important work.

Sunday School. 
Much has been written in regard to the organization and 
working of the Sunday School. Too much cannot be said 


‘nm legard to this phase of the work, for the Sunday School 
occuPies a very important place in the church. 


Your committee believes the work of the Sunday School 
to be fundamental: it is here we lay a foundation, es- 
peciaily in the mind of the young, upon which we may build 
and form noble Christian characters and ready workmen, 

The Sunday School is a church at work or better a work- 
ing chureh, organized for ‘the purpose of studying the Word 
of God. Of course such an organization must have a com- 
petent leader with teachers who are apt to teach. 


The church that has a Sunday-School-going membership is 
the church that contributes most liberally to every cause fos- 
tered by our denomination. 


Your committee would recommend that the Moderator 
of this Association appoint a committee of three or five to 
group the churches of this Association in such a way that 
the State Secretary, J E. Byrd, could meet with suc 


h churches 
and hold a Sunday School Conve 


ntion at least once a year.

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In the absence of the report on church discipline the re- 
port, as adopted by this body at its last meeting was by con- 
sent, read as the report for discussion at this meeting. 


The report was discussed by Rev. J. 0. Buckley, L. IL. 
Thompson, R. R. Turnage, and Z. T. Daughdrill and, on mo- 
tion, adopted as follows: 


Church Discipline. 


In the Scriptures we have sufficient warrant for and am- 
ple authority in the matter of discipline. We wish to bring 
out two things in this report, namely: 


First, the true principles of the doctrine of discipline. In 
the Scriptures there are two classes of offenses—personal and 
public. The first has to do with individual members of the 
church and may be settled without the church’s aid. The 
second has to’ do with matters pertaining to the church and 
coneerns every member of the body. In Matthew, 18th chap- 
ter, we find an instance of a personal offense and in Ist Cor- 
inthians, 5, we find something about a public offense. Cases 
of offense against the whole body can be settled only by the 
church. In both classes of offenses the teaching is clear. 
Punishment for evil doing and reclamation of the offender 
if possible. When offenses are repeated until the cause of 
Christ suffers, there is but one. thing to do—eut the offender 
off. When he shows by his life that he has repented and 
that his repentance is of a godly sort, ‘‘ye who are spiritual 
restore such an one,’’ but until repentance can be seen and 
verified by outward living, no action of the church should be 
taken in behalf of the offender. 


Second, some recommendations to our churches in the 
matter of discipline. Uniformity in the matter of discipline 
is essential to true fellowship among the churches. No com- 
promise should be made in the matter of disorderly conduct, 
where the church disapproves. Applications for church mem- 
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esi should be required to produce letters of dismission, if 
the churehes of which they are members still exist. The pas- 
tor or chureh doing otherwise, forgets that ‘‘harmony is the 
strength and support of all institutions, more especially the 
church of Christ,’’ and lays the foundation for discord among 
the brethren.. We would further suggest that the churches 
of this Association exercise the greatest care in the matter of 
receiving people who have not been regularly baptized. Alien 
baptism is common in some sections, and is rapidly coming to 
us and the only way to stem it is not to accept the first ap- 
plicant.

vention Board. The Foreign Mission Journal, Our Home 
Field, The Orphanage Gem, and our own State paper The 
Baptist Record—all of which | heartily recommend and ear- 
nestly urge that all Baptists subseribe for and read the last 
mentioned paper, for our people need to read.

That we will exercise a Christian care and watchfulness 
over each other, and faithfully warn, exhort, and admonish - 
each other as occasion may require ; 


That we will not forsake the assembling of ourselves to- 
gether, but will uphold the public worship of God, and the 
ordinances of His house ; 


That we will not omit closet and family religion at home, 
nor neglect the great duty of religiously training our chil- 
dren, and those under our care, for the service of Christ, and 
the enjoyment of heaven; 


That, as we are the light of the world, and the salt of the 
earth, we will seek divine aid, to enable us to deny ungodli- 
ness, and every worldly lust, and walk cireumspectly in the, 
world, that we may win the souls of men; 


That we will cheerfully contribute of our property, ac- 
cording as*God has prospered us, for the maintenance of a 
faithful and evangelical ministry among us, for the support of 
the poor, and to spread the gospel over the earth ; 


That we will in all conditions, even till death, strive to 
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live to the glory of Him who hath called us out of darkness 
into His marvelous light, 


“And may the God of peace, who brought again from 
the dead our Lord Jesus, that great shepherd of the sheep, 
through the blood of the everlasting covenant, make us perfect 
in every good work, to do His will, working in us that which 
is well pleasing in His sight through Jesus Christ: to whom 
be glory forever and ever. Amen.”? 


Articles of Faith. 


First, We believe in one Triune God. the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost—the same in essence, equal in power and 


vlory 


Second, We believe the Scriptires of the Old and the New 
Testaments were given by the inspiration of God. and are the 
only rules of faith and practice, 


Third, We believe in the fall of Adam from the original 
rectitude ; in the imputation of his sin to all his posterity ; in 
the depravity of human nature. and in man's inability to re- 
store himself to the favor of God. 


Fourth, We believe that God hath loved His people with 
an everlasting love; that He chose them in Christ before the 
foundation of the world; and He ealleth them with a holy 
and effectual ealling and being justified alone through the 
righteousness of Christ imputed to them, they are kept by the 
power of God through faith unto salvation. 


Fifth, We believe there is one Mediator between God and 
man; the man Christ Jesus. who by the satisfaction He made 
to law and justice in becoming an offering to sin, hath by 
His most precious blood redeemed the elect from under the 
eurse of the law that they might be holy and without blame 
before Him in love. 


Sixth, We believe that geod works are the fruits of faith 
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and follow after justification and are evidences of a gracious 
state, and that all believers are bound to obey every command 


of God from a principle of love. 


Seventh, We believe in the resurrection of the dead and a 
gneral judgment ; that the happiness of the righteous and the 
punishment of the wicked will be everlasting. 


Rules of Decorum. 


First, This Association acknowledges that each church is 
an independent body and possesses the sole right to exercise 
and control its own affairs, and. therefore, this Association has 
no right or power to interfere with the internal rights and 
privileges of churches comprising its body, but may withdraw 
from any church which may hold false doctrines or tolerate 
immoral practices. 


Second, The objects of this Association shall be to pro- 
mote fellowship and harmony among the churches and to ad- 
vance the Redeemer’s kingdom by furnishing a means of 
uniting all the churches of this Association in contributing of 
of our denominational interests, 


their means to the suppor 
orphans homes, and missions, 


such as denominational selools, 
State, home and foreign. 

Third, This Association may maintain a friendly corres- 
pondence when convenient with other religious bodies of the 
same faith and order. 

Fourth, Ministers of the gospel in good standing, though 
not delegates, may be invited to seats inthe Association, but 
not to have the privilege of voting. - i 

Fifth, This Association may appoint any person or per- 
sons by and with their consent to transact any business it 
may deem necessary. 

Sixth, This Association may adjourn to any time and 
place it may think proper. | 
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Seventh, This Association shall keep a record of their pro- 
ceedings and have them printed when necessary. 

Eight, This Association shal] have a fund and elect an- 
nually a Treasurer to take charge of it, who shall aceount to 
the Association for moneys which shall come into his hands 
for the use of the Association. 

Ninth, This Association may form its own by-laws and reg- 
ulate its own proceedings in such a manner as it may deem 
expedient. 

On motion, the Association adjourned to meet with Prov- 
idence church Lawrence County, Miss., 15 miles south of Mon- 
ticello, and one mile north of Verna, on Butterfield R. R., on 
Thursday, before the first Sunday in October, 1912, at 10:30 
a.m.
